Bright prospects for the estab­ 
lishment of a creamery and ice 
cream manufacturing 
plant 
in 
Bryan were reported to the Bryan 
Chamber of Commerce this morn­ 
ing by County Agent C. L« Bea- 
son. 
He addressed the directors 
on the subject of farming in Braz­ 
os county and emphasized especial­ 
ly the importance of 
developing 
the dairy industry in this county. 
In this connection Mr. Beason 
stated that interests ready to es- 
sablish a creamery with a capacity 
sufficient to handle the milk from 
300 cows, had asked him to make 
a survey of the county to deter­ 
mine if this minimum production 
could be counted oh in the begin­ 
ning of the enterprise.
